The firft Laws in Compaffion to Debtors, 
that I remember, have been fuch nee. 


that the Debtor beidg in Prifon_ and Poor, 

‘having nothing wherewith to pay oF fubGift, 
fhould on went d Qagh, .that.he had not 
above fuch or fuch aSum in the World, ge- 
nerally 5 or 10}. bedifcharg’d; of thefe 
kind of Laws, I think, 1 remember three 
or thereabouts, one of which oblig’d the 
Debtor alo to lift in the publick Service, or 
procure a Perfon to ferve for him. 

As thefe Laws had their Abufes tov, fo 
moft of them had this Limitation, that they 
extended te only fuch Debtors, whofe Debts 
amounted to (uch or fuch a Sum, and no 
more, to one particular Perfon, as in the 
A& for liftiag, which was limited to: Debts 
ofan hundred Pound only. 

Bue this not reaching the Cafes of the 
miferable Merchants and: Tradefmen, who 
in great Numbers lay languifhing under 
the Weight of greater Debts, tho’ equally 
unable to pay. ; 

In the late King William’s Time, a Reign 
calculated for ABs of Mercy, and fuited to 
bis Temper, which inclin’d, as far as poffible, to 
make all Mankind cafe. Aa Act was pafs’d, 
Entitled an A& for the Relief of Creditors, 
€c. The Subftance was, that where two 
thirds, in Number and Value of the Cre- 
ditors of any Perfon, accepted his Compofi- 
tion, and agreed co difcharge him; the 
Remainder of his Creditors fhould be bound 
by it, and fhould accept of the fame Agree- 
ment, andthe Perfon fhould be difcharg’d. 

There was one unhappy Omifhon in this 
A&, Viz. That it did not require the feveral 
Creditors to appear perfonally, and prove 
theic Dabts, or empower any body to call 
them to that Proof, and this gave the cla- 
marous Gentlemen a Handle to complain a- 
gainft the Aét, as being abus'd——_—. And 
tho’ J believe, the A& was notorioufly 
abus’d, yet asb«fore I obferve, the Gentle- 
mem Complainers did not defire to have it 
amended, but entirely repeated a Demon 
fication fill of what I fay, has all along bees 
their Temper, viz. Nat to have any merci- 
fol Laws at all, but.co have al Debtors lett 
totheir Mercy, which how great it is, I 
fhall-fg0a come to examine.
